M ichael V. DiSaile 
announced Monday. 
He said tne preliminary state­ 
ment bore the signatures of Clar­ 
ence 
McLeod, 
chairm an 
of the 
Pardon and 
Parole Commission, 
and Maury C. Kobler.tz, chi«f of 
the Division of Correction. 
The agreem ent followed an or­ 
der from the gov rnor for officials 
to iron out their differences. 
The new policy provides for re­ 
view , at least every five years, of 
eases involving prisoners denied 
release 
near 
the 
end 
of 
their 
term s. The policy is aimed at end­ 
ing indefinite continuances 
DiSalie em phasized that the new 
policy is not a step toward leni­ 
ency. He said it will not limit the 
Pardon and Parole Commission s 
authority to hold convicts for the 
lim it of their term s. 
Another section 
of the agree­ 
ment provides that the chief of the 
Probation 
and 
Parole 
Division 
must use all available methods to 
place parolees in good environ 
menta. 
The 
governor 
explained 
that the policy covered parolees 
psgm ttted to leave the atate. 
The com m ission also will be pro 
vided with the most com plete psy 
chiatric reports available in con 
sidering paroles. 
The governor said lie still feels 
a psychiatric board should be es­ 
tablished to make sure that releas 
es are granted only to prisoners 
who could adjust to society.

tions have reported fn d.Mc, most 
of them for fiscal periods ending 
before March JI.

companies reported in the first 
quarter of th _*ir 1958 year. 
In the final three months of 1958 
a much larger number of corpora­ 
tions showed profits had rebound 
cd by 13 per cent from the year 
before. 
The nation's largest banks, not 
included among the 70 corpora­ 
tions above, also have been re 
porting good operating profits in 
1959. Those who slipped below a 
I year ago mostly did so through 
selling older U.S. government se 
curities 
at 
present 
depreciated 
prices to take tax losses and to 
buy newer bonds that pay more 
interest. 
As always, the profit street is a 
: two-way one. Of the 70 nonfinan 
rial corporations 21 had earnings 
less this year than last. And there 
were 8 dipping into red ink as 
against ll in the same period a 
year ago.
